HURRICANE IS 
HEADED FOR 
CITRUS BELT 


Two Persons Dead & Many 


Suffer Minor Injuries in 


- Big Storm Blasting 


Florida Keys 


RAIN 
BATTERS MIAMI 


Miami, Fla., Sept 22— (£>)—A 


drenching hurricane with its 100- 
mile-an-hour winds still intact, 
moved over Lake Okeechobee in 
south central Florida today and 
aimed for the state's rich citrus 
belt. 
Two persona have died and many 


have suffered minor Injuries in the 
big storm which blasted the Flor- 
ida Keys with 160 mile 
gusts 
early yesterday and pounced on 
Miami last night. 


Heavy gales and rain still bat- 


tered the Keys and Miami today. 
The center of the storm, is ex- 


pected to pass into the Atlantic 
about 8 o'clock tonight in the vi- 
cinity of Melbourne, 
160 miles 
north of Miami and over Merritts 
Island, jjust northeast 
of Mel- 
bourne, about S or 9 p. m. the wea- 
ther bureau said. 
The hurricane eye passed close 
to the sugar cane growing: region 
at Clewistown on the lake shore 
about 7 a. m. 
Communications still were out 
today with Key West, where Presi- 
dent Truman has his "little White 
house"; Everglades City, 70 miles 
v/est of Miami, and devi^n. 
A Red Cross survey £ltc*ed 8,- 


300 persons stayed lastf flight in 
Miami's shelters. 
Th&,/shelters 


were stocked with enough food to 
feed 53,000 persons for two days. 


Between 700 arid 1,000 refugees 


from highlands county in the cent- 
ral part of the state found haven 
in the little citrus town of Sebring. 
A 5:30 a. m. weather bulletin 
placed the storm—with its winds 
still packing a 100-mile an hour 
•wallop—near Clewistown in the 
rich sugar cane belt at the north- 
err, end of the Everglades, and on 
the southern end of Lake Okeecho- 
bee.Forecasters said the hurricane 
"vv-ill pass very near Clewiston and 
over the eastern rim of Lake Okee- 
chobee" as it moves northward 
toward. Daytona Beach. It is ex- 
pected to pass into the Atlantic 
early tonight. 
Power in many homes was off— 
either caused by failure or deliber- 
ate cutting to keep people from 
being injured or killed by live 
wires. 
Winds in gusts as high as 160 
miles an hour were recorded by the 
navy yesterday at Key West. On 
the Florida mainland, the little 
fishing village of Everglades City, 
where General 
Eisenhower 
and 
baseball's Ted Williams go for the 
sport, wag hit by 125-mile an hour 
winds. 
The "eye" of the hurricane pass- 


ed 50 miles to the west of Miami 
last night.

22—(^P)—Soviet 
Delegate Andrei A. Vishinsky de- 
clared today "the United Nations 
may become the disunited nations 
if the policies of certain countries 
are followed." 
The Soviet deputy foreign min- 
ister unleashed his blast at Argen- 
tina in the first meeting of this 
session's powerful steering- com- 
mittee. He spoke in opposition to 
an Argentina proposal to admit to 
membership all nations which had 
received seven votes of the Secur- 
ity Council. Russia had vetoed five 
such membership applications in 
the past. 
The seating of the Russian dele- 
gate and the representative of Pol- 
and on the steering committee 
through their elections as vice 
presidents of the assembly was re- 
ported to have averted a. serious 
clash in the one-day old assembly 
session just a short time before. 
"As long as the Soviet Union is 


a member of the United Nations 
she will fight any attempt to un- 
dermine the charter," Vishinsky 
asserted. 
The charter requires that all the 
Big Five must approve applica- 
tions for membership.

Dewey headed his presidential 
caravan for New Mexico, where 
he promised to offer a formula 
to prevent a new -war in his third 
major talk tonight at Albuquer- 
que. 
Mr. Truman toured Nevada 
enroute. to San Francisco for an- 
other speech in His 100-talk sched- 
ule. 


Their running mates meanwhile, 
carried the debate .on resources 
through the widdle west and east.

Report Reveals Interesting 
Facts About Rent Situation 


Washington,. Sept. 22— (&\—If 
you're 
paying 
the 
traditional 
week's wages tor one month's rent, 
then it's costing you twice the av- 
erage rent-payer's outlay, a gov- 
ernment report shows. 
Some 17,000,000 Americans were 
paying out an average of 12 per 
cent of their monthly income for 
rent at the start of the year, the 
Federal Reserve Board said. The 
median rent was $30—which means 
half the nation's renters paid more 
than that, the other half less. 
The Reserve Board also disclosed 
that the number of home owners 
has risen to a record 18,500,000 
total. And it indicated that many 
of these wish they were renters 
instead. 
"The acute shortage of rental 


units has no doubt forced many 
families to buy homes, often at in- 
prices "and somewhat beyond 


their means, simply in order to 
obtain shelter," the report said. 
The survey, which did not cover 
people who own or rent farms, also 
showed: 


1. Some 2,000,000 families were 
sharing- other families' quarters 
rent-free. 


2. Families with low Income 
paid out a bigger slice for rent, 
with a top of 21 per cent for those 
with incomes under §2,000. Fam- 
ilies earning $5,000 or more, aver- 
aged only nine per cent for rental 
payments. 
A majority of this up- 


per 
incomes group own their 
homes. 


S. "Two-person families with no 
children seemed to have paid 
somewhat higher rents than any 
of those with children." And fam- 
ilies with one child "usually paid 
more rent than did those with 
two or more children."

THREAT TO 
MEDIATOR 


Tel Aviv, Israel, Sept. 22—(/P) 
—Jewish military authorities an- 
nounced Arabs ambushed and kill- 
ed four persons in a United Na- 
tions convoy at Jerusalem today. 
No United Nations personnel 


was hurt, the announcement said, 
but one of those killed was des- 
cribed here as "an American en- 
gineer who came here recently as 
a technical adviser." His name 
was not disclosed. 
The others killed all were Jews, 
one of them 3. woman and one the 
commander of the white flag con- 
voy, the announcement added. 


Haifa, Israel, Sept. 22— (IS)— 


Reliable sources said today mem- 
bers of the outlawed Stern Gang 
have made at least indirect threats 
against the life of Dr. Ralph J. 
Bunche, acting United Nations me- 
diator in Palestine. 


Bunche, an American, has taken 
over the duties of Count Folke 
Bernadotte, assassinated last Fri- 
day in Jerusalem. The Israeli gov- 
ernment hag accused Sternists of 
Bernadotte's slaying. 


The sources, who asked that 
their identities be withheld, said 
that because of the Israeli govern- 
ment's extreme concern over these 
threats, Bunch and his top asso- 
ciates have been placed under a 
heavy guard of Jewish police. 


(It was announced in Tel Aviv 
that Irgun Zvai Leumi, like the 
Stern Gang, a, hard fighting ex- 
tremist group, has turned in its 
guns and closed up shop. 


(The Israeli government ordered 
the dissolution or Irgun and con- 
tinued its attempt to smash tins- 
Stern group. It went after both 
forces following' Bernadotte's as- 
sassination.) 


Bernadotte was known to have 
been offered a Jewish guard when 
he first began his mediation work. 
He refused it, however, saying 
there should be no need for such 
a precaution. 
Armed guards now on duty at 
the buildings where Bunche and his 
aides live and work were not 
requested by acting- mediator. The 
sources said they are on duty at 
the direct order of David Ben- 
Gurion, Israeli premier and defense 
minister. 


Ben-Gurion was reported to have 
said that Bunche would have to 
accept the guard whether or not 
he wanted it, since the Israeli 
government would have to bear the 
blame for further terrorist acts 
and has the right to take all pos- 
sible precautions. 


Paris, Sept. 22—(JP)—A spokes- 
man for Israel said today his gov- 
ernment believes it "premature at 
this stage to accept" the Berna- 
dotte report conclusions in their 
entirety. 


The announcement was timed to 
follow closely Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin's declaration in Lon- 
don of Britain's support for the 
Bernadotte report. 
Britain thus aligned herself sol- 


idly with the United States for the 
first time in seeking a specific set- 
tlement to the Palestine qiiestion.

Policy Over 
Berlin Crisis 
Agreed Upon 


London, 
Sept. 
22—(IP)—The 


United States, Britain and France 
are in "absolute agreement" on a 
qolicy to be pursued jointly if the 
Moscow talks over Berlin fail, for- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin de- 
clared today. 


Referring to talks at the Krem- 


lin between envoys of the western 
powers and the Russian leaders, 
Prime Minister Stalin and Foreign 
Minister Molotov, Beviii told an 
expectant house of commons: 
"I have to disappoint you. The 
stage is not yet 
reached which 
makes it possible to make a re- 
lease." 
"We are in close consultation— 
we are still working it out—and 
shall be continuing our consultat- 
ion in Paris during the coming 
week. 


"There have been rumors of dis- 
agreement between the three west- 
ern powers. Not only are we in 
absolute agreement over our Ber- 
lin policy, but also as to the policy 
\ve will jointly pursue if that fails." 
(British official sources in Paris 


said the v/estern powers are dis- 
cussing terms of a note they may 
soon send to Russia in a last bid to 
get a Soviet assurance that a four- 
power Berlin settlement is possi- 
ble. The Britons said French re-
